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/ SUCCESSFUL RABBIT RAISING 
BASED ON GOOD MANAGEMENT

To grow rabbits in the backyard may be a sign of thrift a 

well as a patriotic gesture just now. Most of us cannot add to th 

national food supply by feeding a couple of hogs or lambs whlc 

the government has requested all farmers to do. Many can gro 

rabbits. But the growing of rabbits may not be a thrifty enter 

prise. There are almost as many

n

empty rabbit hutches around 
the suburbs as there are cmp 
ty chicken houses.

The fact that some people 
have been able to make their 
living in the rabbit and poultry 
business for many years sug­ 
gests that good management is 
the answer. Feed is the largest 
item of expense so it must be 
bought wisely. The U. S. De­ 
partment of Agricultlre main­ 
tains its only Rabbit Experi­ 
ment Station at Fontana.

They recommend the following
ration as. being most 
as well as palatable,

without wasting: - 

Grain;, by weight. 
2 parts whole barley 
2 parts whole milo or

wheat-  
2 parts soy bean, linseed, or 

peanut meal, pelleted, or 
pea-sized cake. 

  Other Feeding Suggestions 
The whole grains arc less ex­ 

pensive, more palatable and re­ 
tain their nutritive value better 
than ground grains. The pellet­ 
ed, oil cake may be difficult to 
obtain but is easily made by 
present milling machinery and 
can be stocked when demand 
Justifies it. This high-protein oil 
meal' ir essential for proper de 
velopment of milking does an 
the young.

Good green leafy alfalfa ha 
should be kept before them a 
the time. Chopped alfalfa is no 
wasted as much as hay. It ma; 
be cut economically by placin; 
part of a bale in a frame re 
sembling a miter box, and saw 
ing with ordinary handsaw, 
tray under the manger to catc] 
the leaves will save a great dea 
Both the grain feeder and th 
hay manger should be wired o 
Flatted to keep' the young out 
This is to prevent contamina 
tion of food by droppings car 
ried on their feet, and spread 
of diseases.

Fresh clean water should be 
renewed dally, and green feed 
too. A handful only (1/10 Ib. 
of lawn clippings, other greens 
or roots is sufficient for a doe 
but should be increased when 
the- young begin to eat. Thefe 
are the natural food of rabbits 
and ars rich in protein, minerals 
and vitamin A. Rabbits hav 
been maintained on green feed 
only. That is not recommended 
but green alfalfa or clover may 
be used in place of hay. An; 
increase in green feed must be 
made very gradually to preven 
digestive upset, and mangers 
cleaned thoroughly to prevent 
spoilage. White block salt com 
pletes the ration.

To make money, there mus 
be high production as well as 
low cost feod. A commercial ail 
might be for each doc to ha\ 
three and a half litters a yei 
or seven rabbits per litter, rais 
ed 'to four pounds In elgh 
weeks. Actual records of sev 
eral rabbitries kept for fiv 
years are that each doe aver 
aged little more than three kind 
lings a year and raised Jus 
over 15 fryers to a total weigh 
of 57 pounds. The approver 
practice is to leave the youn 
with doe for eight weeks, re 
move them and immediate! 
breed the doe. One buck ma> 
be kept for eight or ten doe:

By following these sugges 
tions, fryers have been raise 
with feed cost as little as sev 

cents per pound. Unfortun 
ately for growers, that is no 
average. It Is difficult to make 
money on rabbits sold whole 
sale if supplies are bought In 
small quantities'. The chief sav 
ing in the back-yard rabbitry ii 
in production for home con 
sumption. This saves the prof!

Keep Your Record* 
If the purpose of raising rab­ 

bits Is to save money, hutches 
will need to be inexpensive. One- 
inch mesh poultry netting will 
do for sides of hutches. Five- 
eights inch hardware cloth

makes the most satisfactory 
floor. An odorless rabbitry Is 
almost a possibility. One "little 
lander" ha.d sheet-Iron Under the 
hutches sloping to a drain and 
a bucket. Daily, he hosed the 
droppings boards and emptied 
the bucket on the garden.

The Importance of keeping 
simple records can not be too 
strongly urged. A card on each 
hutch should list date of breed­

Ing, number of kindled, and th 
number raised. A simple cnti 
of each purchase of feed on on 
pnge balanced against entries 
frynrs used or sold will sho 
who is winning the game.
